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COOPERATIVE ECONOMIC INSECT REPORT 


HIGHLIGHTS 


GREENBUG survey in 22 Texas Panhandle counties October 24 to November 5 showed 
counts to be generally higher in southern half of area, ranging 0-15 per linear 
foot. In northern portion of the Panhandle, populations generally less than 10 
per row foot, except in Hansford County. Populations noneconomic in eastern 
New Mexico and Oklahoma. (p. 1185). 


TEXAS CITRUS MITE increasing in most citrus districts of Florida. This mite 
expected to be more abundant than in prior years, especially in young groves. 
(p. 1186). 


MOSQUITO situation in California heaviest ever recorded for time of year. 
CHICKEN BODY LOUSE heavy on mature fowls and CHICKEN MITE very heavy in Marion 
County, Ohio. Populations of chicken mite have been heavy since July in spite 
of chemical controls. WINTER TICK building up in areas of east central and 
southeast Oklahoma. (p. 1190). 


DETECTION 


STICKTIGHT FLEA (Echidnophaga gallinacea) recorded for first time in Delaware. 
(p. 1190). New county records reported were a bark beetle (Xyleborus lecontei) 
in Seminole County, Florida (p. 1187); Fletcher scale (Lecanium fletcheri) in 
Modoc County, California (p. 1188); azalea whitefly (Pealius azaleae) in Davie, 
Johnston and Mecklenburg Counties, North Carolina (first State record reported 
at Raleigh, Wake County, on August 7, 1936) (p. 1188); and face fly (Musca 
autumnalis) in Holt County, Nebraska (p. 1190).

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WEATHER OF THE WEEK ENDING NOVEMBER 12 


Little change in the overall pattern was noted from the previous two periods, as 
near normal averages from southwest Texas to Lake Superior became the limit of 
the unseasonable temperatures to the east and west. For the third consecutive 
week, much of the East was under the influence of below-normal temperatures, 
while the Far West and the northern and southern Great Plains had mostly above 
normal averages. Departures ranged from 11° above at Glasgow, Montana, to 9° 
below normal at Montgomery, Alabama. Much of the Florida Peninsula had deficien- 
cies greater than 6°. 


Temperatures as low as 0° were observed in the Rockies of Colorado, but a 5° 
minimum at Virginia, Minnesota, on the 5th was the coolest other than at 
mountain locales. Freezing temperatures occurred in all states, except possibly 
Louisiana, and near record lows were observed in the Florida Everglades. 


For the second consecutive week, significant precipitation was restricted to the 
Pacific Northwest area and east of a line from southeast Michigan to central 
Oklahoma, then south to southwestern Texas. From Michigan westward over much of 
Montana, generally light amounts fell, but up to 4 inches of snow dropped in the 
northern Minnesota-North Dakota area. 


Rain fell almost daily along the northwest coast and on 4 to 5 days over inland 
areas of Idaho and California. The largest amounts were measured in the coastal 
regions of Washington and Oregon, where totals exceeded 4.00 inches. Tatoosh 
Island, Washington, recorded 4.46 inches for the period. 


On the 6th to 8th, from eastern Oklahoma and Arkansas into southern Texas, a 
passing storm system left amounts to near 2 inches. Most totals, however, were 
in the 1 inch neighborhood. 


Over the Gulf States and East Coast States, most precipitation was due to a 
storm system that developed in the Gulf on the 8th and moved northward up the 
Appalachians. Totals over 2 inches were observed from Ohio into central Alabama 
and over the central Atlantic States, and some reports of amounts over 4 inches 
were reported from North Carolina, Kentucky, Virginia, Georgia, Alabama and 
Tennessee. Snowfall was the major form of precipitation in higher elevations 

of New England. The storm also brought high winds and above normal tides. Sixty 
m.p.h. winds hit Norfolk and Roanoke, Virginia, and minor flooding was reported 
from Norwood, North Carolina, where the Rocky River was 5 feet above flood stage 
on the 10th. 


Of special note was a tornado which briefly touched down in Miami, Florida, on 
the 9th. The path was about 27 city blocks, and house trailers were overturned, 
windows broken and trees and powerlines damaged. The Miami City Office of the 
Weather Bureau measured 5.36 inches of rainfall for one of many heavy amounts 
associated with the storm. (Summary supplied by U. S. Weather Bureau). 
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CEREAL AND FORAGE INSECTS 


GREENBUG (Toxoptera graminum) - TEXAS - During period October 24 to November 5, 
survey conducted in following 22 panhandle area counties: Potter, Randall, 
Hartley, Dallam, Sherman, Moore, Carson, Gray, Roberts, Ochiltree, Lipscomb, 
Hemphill, Hutchinson, Hansford, Deaf Smith, Castro, Parmer, Oldham, Swisher, 


Briscoe, Floyd and Hale. Greenbug found in all but Roberts and Lipscomb 
Counties. Counts generally heavier in southern half of area, ranging 0-15 
per linear foot. In northern portion of the Panhandle, populations less 


than 10 per row foot, with exception of Hansford County where numbers 

were comparable with southern area counts. Predators, mostly damsel bugs, found 
in many fields; lady beetles, limited mostly to southern part of panhandle area, 
few in number. (Daniels). NEW MEXICO - Generally light to nonexistent in grain 
fields in eastern counties. Averaged 1-2 per linear foot in Curry County and 
less than 1 per linear foot in Quay County. (N. M. Coop, Rpt.). OKLAHOMA —- Light, 
noneconomic populations observed in small grains; 4 per 10 feet of row in 
Johnston County; occasional specimen found in Cotton and Tillman Counties. Also 
reported from Bryan County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). ARKANSAS - None found in north- 
west area small grain. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). 


APPLE GRAIN APHID (Rhopalosiphum fitchii) - OKLAHOMA - Light counts (20 per 10 
feet of row) noted-in oats in Johnston County, south central. None observed in 
fields in Cotton and Tillman Counties, southwest. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


CORN LEAF APHID (Rhopalosiphum maidis) - OKLAHOMA - Only occasional specimens 
recorded in small grains checked in Cotton and Tillman Counties, southwest. 
(Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


ENGLISH GRAIN APHID (Macrosiphum granarium) -— OKLAHOMA — Only occasional specimen 
found in small grains in Cotton and Tillman Counties, southwest. (Okla. Coop. 
Sur.). 


HESSIAN FLY (Phytophaga destructor) - MARYLAND - Puparia and some larvae infes- 
ting 80 percent of plants, with not over 2 per plant, in wheat sown as cover 
crop at Huntingtown, Calvert County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


WHEAT CURL MITE (Aceria tulipae) - TEXAS - Presumably this species, noted in 
several wheat fields over panhandle area during greenbug survey, October 24 to 
November 5, in Potter, Randall, Dallam, Sherman, Moore, Gray, Ochiltree, Hutch- 
inson, Hansford, Deaf Smith, Parmer, Oldham, Swisher and Floyd Counties. 
(Daniels). 


PEA APHID (Macrosiphum pisi) - NEW MEXICO - Populations remain relatively light 
in alfalfa statewide. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). ARKANSAS - Numbers down somewhat in 
northwest area; however, counts still above 100 per 100 sweeps in alfalfa. (Ark. 
Ins. Sur.). MARYLAND —- Averaged 16 per sweep in alfalfa at Dunkirk, Calvert 
County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


SPOTTED ALFALFA APHID (Therioaphis maculata) - NEW MEXICO - Numbers continue 
relatively light in alfalfa statewide. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). OKLAHOMA —- Very 
light, fewer than 10 per 10 sweeps, obsérved on alfalfa in Johnston County, 
south central; light counts, 10 per square foot, noted in Tillman County, 
southwest. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). OREGON - Light on approximately 15 acres of 
alfalfa in Jackson County, along Rogue River,on November 2. Winged forms 
predominated. (Wilcox).

TARNISHED PLANT BUG (Lygus lineolaris) - MARYLAND - Averaged slightly over 2 
per 10 sweeps of alfalfa at Huntingtown, Calvert County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 
ARKANSAS - Continues somewhat active in northwest area legumes; counts range 
8-12 per 100 sweeps. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). 
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THREE-CORNERED ALFALFA HOPPER (Spissistilus festinus) - ARIZONA - Continues 
injurious to alfalfa in Yuma County. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). OKLAHOMA - Moderate 
counts, 15 per 10 sweeps, recorded on Johnston County alfalfa. Only occasional 
nymph observed in Tillman County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). ARKANSAS - Counts ranged 
8-10 per 100 Sweeps over northwest area of State. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). 


CLOVER ROOT CURCULIO (Sitona hispidula) - MARYLAND - Adults numbered 22 in fifty 
sweeps of alfalfa at Dunkirk, Calvert County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


ALFALFA WEEVIL (Hypera postica) - MARYLAND - Four adults taken in 50 sweeps of 
alfalfa at Dunkirk, Calvert County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


BEET ARMYWORM (Spodoptera exigua) - ARIZONA - Continues to cause injury to new 
plantings as well as old stands of alfalfa in central portion of State. (Ariz. 
Coop. Sur.). 


FALL ARMYWORM (Laphygma frugiperda) - TEXAS - Populations declining rapidly in 
State, but economic populations still occurring as far west as Kinney County. 
(Bippert). 


GARDEN WEBWORM (Loxostege similalis) - OKLAHOMA - Medium counts of 5 per 10 
sweeps continue in Johnston County alfalfa, southwest. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


STINK BUGS - NORTH CAROLINA - Undetermined species caused 2.5 percent injury to 
soybeans in above-average infested fields in Jones, Craven, Pamlico, Beaufort, 
Hyde, Tyrrell and Washington Counties, The 11 fields sampled, averaged 24.6 
stink bugs per 50 feet of row, compared with average of 16.7 for same area in 
survey made September 18-20. One field in Tyrrell County which had 50 stink bugs 
per 500 feet of row sustained 5.8 percent injury. ‘Samples graded for stink bug 
injury by Grain Marketing Division of North Carolina Department of Agriculture. 
(Mount) . 


GRASSHOPPERS - UTAH - Damage to crops and rangeland during 1962 estimated to 
exceed $1,250,000. (Knowlton, Thornley). 


FRUIT INSECTS 


Citrus Insect Situation in Florida - End of October - CITRUS RUST MITE 
(Phyllocoptruta oleivora) infested leaves in 55 percent of groves (norm 70 per- 
cent); 23 percent economic (norm 44 percent). Infested fruit in 70 percent of 
groves (norm 70 percent) ;43 percent economic (norm 50 percent). Population on 
fruit dropped to normal level. Mites will remain below average on fruit and 
leaves in most districts. Highest districts, based on fruit infestation, west 
coast, Bartow, upper east coast and ridge. CITRUS RED MITE (Panonychus citri) 
infested 28 percent of groves (norm 49 percent); 9 percent economic (norm 23 
percent). Current population very low in all districts, but increasing slightly. 
Scattered groves may develop important infestations. TEXAS CITRUS MITE 
(Eutetranychus banksi) infested 31 percent of groves (norm 22 percent); 12 per- 
cent economic (norm 5 percent). Population increasing in most districts. This 
mite will be more abundant than in prior years, especially in young groves. 

All districts low at present time. PURPLE SCALE (Lepidosaphes beckii) infested 
64 percent of groves (norm 63 percent); 2 percent economic (norm 4 percent). 
FLORIDA RED SCALE (Chrysomphalus aonidum) infested 30 percent of groves (norm 
62 percent); 1 percent economic (norm 13 percent). Infestations of both species 
will continue light in all districts. BLACK SCALE (Saissetia oleae) infested 
39 percent of groves (norm 33 percent); 16 percent economic (norm 8 percent). 
Population is above average for time of year, but infestations will not be 
important until spring. CHAFF SCALE (Parlatoria pergandii) is present as light 
infestations in 66 percent of groves. It is more abundant than average and is 
increasing. GLOVER SCALE (Lepidosaphes gloverii) , YELLOW SCALE (Aonidiella 
citrina) and WHITEFLY larvae also are more prevalent than usual. (Simanton 
(Citrus Expt. Sta., Lake Alfred)). 
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CITRUS RUST MITE (Phyllocoptruta oleivora) - FLORIDA - Light on Citrus sp. at 
Conway (Oct. 24, 25) and at Orlando (Oct. 26), Orange County; moderate on C. 
sinensis at Paola, Seminole County (Oct. 27), and severe at Ruskin, Hillsborough 
ComityncOct../25)). (Flas. Coop: Sur)’. 


A RUST MITE (Aculus pelekassi) - FLORIDA - Infesting 15,000 citrus trees at 
Orlando, Orange County, October 26. (Fla. Coop. Sur.). 


A BARK BEETLE (Xyleborus lecontei) - FLORIDA - Light on Citrus limon at Sanford, 
Seminole County (Oct. 18). This is first report in citrus and for north of 
Miami. (Fla. Coop. Sur.). 


TRUCK CROP INSECTS 


LIMA-BEAN POD BORER (Etiella zinckenella) - CALIFORNIA - Larvae heavy in pods 
of lima beans in Escondido, San Diego County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


DARK=WINGED FUNGUS GNATS - OHIO - Adults of these sciarids caused considerable 
nuisance to hothouse tomato pickers at greenhouse in Bluffton, Allen County. 
Adults on leaves of plants and flying in swarms. (Davidson, Lyon). Few adults 
observed on lima bean seedlings in greenhouse at Ohio Agriculture Experiment 
Station, Wayne County. (Shambaugh). 


TOMATO RUSSET MITE (Aculus lycopersici) - NEW MEXICO - Late buildup caused 
considerable damage to tomato foliage in Luna County. Many growers required to 
apply contrors., I(N. Me Coop. Rpt.) 


A GARDEN CENTIPEDE (Orthomorpha gracilis) - CALIFORNIA - Nymphs and adults 
heavy on roots of strawberry plants in Vallejo, Solano County. (Cal. Coop. 
Rpt.). 


COTTON INSECTS 


PINK BOLLWORM (Pectinophora gossypiella) - OKLAHOMA - Gin trash inspections in 
Comanche County showed 255 larvae in 27 bushels. Inspections in Custer, Grady, 
Washita, Caddo, Pittsburg and Muskogee Counties showed light infestations. 
Inspections in Haskell, Le Flore, McCurtain, McIntosh and Sequoyah Counties 
negative. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). CALIFORNIA - In lower San Joaquin Valley, 

3,100 bushels of gin trash, 4,550 green bolls and 1,100 lint cleaners examined 

in 5-county area with negative results. In desert plantings, gin trash examina- 
tions averaging 110 bushels per day in Bard area, Imperial County, and 150 bushels 
per day in Palo Verde Valley, Riverside County. Ginning in Imperial Valley proper 
expected to begin in late November. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


BOLLWORMS (Heliothis spp., et al.) - ARIZONA - Continue to injure late bolls; 
however, not likely to cause economic damage. Gritze "Coop. sur.) 


CELERY LEAF TIERS (Udea spp.) - CALIFORNIA - Pupae of U. profundalis light in 
cotton seed in La Branza area, Merced County; larvae of U. rubigalis light in 


gin trash at several locations in Imperial County. (Gale ‘CoopeaRpt). 


A NOCTUID (Proxenus mindara) - CALIFORNIA - Larvae of this species and Crambus 
sp. heavy in gin trash collections in Tipton, Tulare County. (Cal. Coop. Rpts). 


COTTON APHID (Aphis gossypii) - NEW MEXICO - Populations appear to be lighter 
in Dona Ana County cotton fields than during October. GN Mie Goope Rpt. 


WEEVILS - CALIFORNIA - Sitona californicus and Lixus sp. heavy on cotton plants 
in Tipton area, Tulare County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 
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FOREST, ORNAMENTAL AND SHADE TREE INSECTS 


FALL CANKERWORM (Alsophila pometaria) - MINNESOTA - Heavy egg laying observed in 
suburbs north of St. Paul. Heavy defoliation occurred in this area during past 
summer. It appears that high populations will occur again in 1963. (Minn. Ins. 
RPice eNO eee) ie 


WESTERN OAK LOOPER (Lambdina fiscellaria somniaria) - OREGON - Large flights 
observed in Dallas area, Polk County, week of October 21. Adults also reported 
far from known infestations in Polk County, probably dispersed by severe storm 
of October 12. (Grove, Ammon, Capizzi). 


APHIDS —- OHIO - Myzus persicae heavy in Wayne, Hardin and Wyandot Counties; 
heaviest populations of 50-60 per terminal leaf occurred in Wyandot County. 
(Lyon). CALIFORNIA - Nymphs and adults of Pterocomma smithiae heavy on willow 
in Lee Vining, Mono County. Species has been very obvious on ornamental and 
native willow in this area during the season. Cerataphis lataniae infesting 
Phoenix sp. in park nursery in San Diego, San Diego County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


Coccids in California - Phoenicococcus marlatti heavy on Phoenix robelini 
nursery stock in Santa Barbara, Santa Barbara County. Diaspis boisduvalii 
occurring on Phoenix sp. in park nursery in San Diego, San Diego County. 
Eriococcus quercus medium on street oak in Santa Maria, Santa Barbara County. 
Aspidiotus perniciosus heavy on Ceanothus sp. in Sacramento, Sacramento County. 
Lecanium fletcheri light to medium on arborvitae and yew in Tulelake, Modoc 
County. This is first record of this species in Modoc County and is second 
county infested. Rhizoecus falcifer heavy on hibiscus nursery stock in 
Millbrae, San Mateo County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


CUBAN-LAUREL THRIPS (Gynaikothrips ficorum) - FLORIDA —- Light on leaves of 
Ficus retusa at Tampa, Hillsborough County (Oct. 23). (Fla. Coop. Sur.). 


THRIPS = OHIO — Unspecified species heavily damaged carnation flowers in 
greenhouse at Upper Sandusky, Wyandot County. Nymphs and adults observed 
rasping and sucking sap from buds and flowers. (Lyon). 


AZALEA WHITEFLY (Pealius azaleae) - NORTH CAROLINA —- Collected on azaleas in 
Lee, Davie, Johnston and Mecklenburg Counties during September by J. F. Greene. 
First record for State was August 7, 1936, when species was collected on azaleas 
at Raleigh, Wake County, by R. W. Leiby. (Wray). 


A FALSE POWDER-POST BEETLE (Amphicerus cornutus) - TEXAS - Heavy, locally spotted 
populations damaging bougainvillea bushes in Cameron County. (Texas Coop. Rpt., 
Day). 


TWO-SPOTTED SPIDER MITE (Tetranychus telarius) - OHIO - Moderate to heavy damage 
observed on chrysanthemums in greenhouse at Upper Sandusky, Wyandot County. Many 
leaves chlorotic and dying. Eggs ranged 80-100 per leaf on some terminal leaves; 
crawler population low, usually only in first stage. (Walker, Lyon). 


INSECTS AFFECTING MAN AND ANIMALS 


HORN FLY (Haematobia irritans) - OKLAHOMA - Populations continue to decline to 
low level in Payne (north central) and Canadian (central) County areas. (Okla. 
Coop Sur.) 


STABLE FLY (Stomoxys calcitrans) - OKLAHOMA - Averaged 0.5 per head in Stillwater 
area, Payne County, with 2 per head observed in McCurtain County. (Okla. Coop. 
Sur.) 
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HOUSE FLY (Musca domestica) - OKLAHOMA - Populations down appreciably; still 
causing some nuisance in homes. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


STATUS OF THE SCREW-WORM (Cochliomyia hominivorax) IN THE SOUTHWEST 


| During the period October 19-25, a total of 78,874,450 sterile flies was released 

| over an area of 73,000 square miles in Texas, with 7,000 square miles covered in 

the average overwintering area of New Mexico. The additional 10,000 square miles 

in Texas is composed of areas west of regular pattern of fly release and is begin- 

ning of sterile fly barrier zone. Release rate has been adjusted to receive 

maximum benefits of the sterile flies, according to reports indicating screw-worm 

incidence in the various areas. In southern and eastern portions of the fly 

_ release zone, where it is indicated that fly populations are low, release rate 
has been reduced to 400 sterile flies per square mile. The northern portion of 

| the fly release zone, where population appears to be heavy, will receive an 

average release of 1,000 sterile flies per square mile. In the added area of 

the barrier zone, some flies will be dropped at rate of 600 per square mile. 

The release area in New Mexico will also receive sterile flies at an average 

| rate of 600 per square mile. A total of 2,886 screw-worm cases was reported 

| during the period. No new counties were reported infested. (Anim. Dis. Erad. 

eDiv.).

SCREW-WORM (Cochliomyia hominivorax) - TEXAS - Number of reported cases declining 
rapidly, with advent of cooler weather, after normal fall population buildups. 


(Texas Coop. Rpt.). 
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MOSQUITOES - CALIFORNIA - Mosquito situation heaviest ever recorded for time of 
year. Spring-like situation, brought on by heavy rains and continuing warm 
weather, has created an unequaled situation in mosquito occurrence. Anopheles 
freeborni presently migrating into winter hibernation areas and causing consider- 
able irritation to local residents. No cases of equine encephalitis, transmitted 
by Culex tarsalis, reported in horses in Sacramento-Yolo County area; however, 
one case in human in Sacramento County and 4 cases in Yolo County have been 
confirmed this year. Few males and females of C. tarsalis evident and some 
larval activity present. Significant hatch of Culiseta inornata occurring; 
usually found locally during early spring. The species seems to prefer dogs 

and is a nuisance during present hunting season by annoying and distracting dogs. 
Aedes sierrensis larvae now in fourth stage in trees where holes occur on warm 
sides of trees. These larvae can go through winter if cold weather occurs soon, 
and will cause an extra early spring hatch. Mosquito situation has been much 
different than normal this fall in many areas of State, closely simulating 
spring. Rain pools still standing, and rainwater caught in wading pools, old 
tires, tin cans or other receptacles makes situation general and creates prob- 
lems in populated areas. Continuing warm weather may intensify problem. 

(J. Fowler, Mosquito Abatement). 


ASSASSIN BUGS - CALIFORNIA - Triatoma protracta heavy in local area of Orange- 
ville, Sacramento County; reported to have bitten several inhabitants in newly 
developed area. Rasahus thoracicus light locally in Concord, Contra Costa 
County, and biting some individuals; this species is usually not a problem this 
late in season. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


LONG-NOSED CATTLE LOUSE (Linognathus vyituli) - OKLAHOMA - First activity of 
season observed on cattle in Canadian County, cental area. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


CHICKEN BODY LOUSE (Menacanthus stramineus) - OHIO - Heavy on mature fowls in 
Marion County, especially below the vent. Five chickens, observed from flock 
of 5,000, heavily infested, with clusters of 6-8 lice found at several loca= 
tions on vent. Populations have been heavy since June. (Davidson, Lyon). 


STICKTIGHT FLEA (Echidnophaga gallinacea) - DELAWARE - Infested large flock of 
commercial broilers at Gumboro, Sussex County, October 2. Approximately 15 
percent of birds infested, with counts up to 40-50 per bird. Collected by 

D. S. Jaquette, D.V.M. Det. by E. E. Wehr. Verified by C. F. W. Muesebeck. 
This is a new State record. (Burbutis). 


WASPS - NEW MEXICO — Unspecified species extremely abundant in and around homes 
and storage buildings at Elida and Portales in Roosevelt County, and at Tucumcari 
in Quay County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). UTAH - Unspecified species entering school 
buildings and homes in Logan, Cache County, with advent of cold weather. 
(Knowlton). 


CHICKEN MITE (Dermanyssus gallinae) - OHIO - Very heavy populations observed in 
Marion County; eggs and various size nymphs located near nests and perches 
during day. Populations have been heavy since July in spite of chemical control 
program. (Davidson, Lyon). 


WINTER TICK (Dermacentor albipictus) - OKLAHOMA - Populations building up in 


Cherokee (east central) and McCurtain (southeast) County areas; up to 400 per 
head on cattle in latter county. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


HOUSEHOLD AND STRUCTURAL INSECTS 


FACE FLY (Musca autumnalis) - NEBRASKA — Reported entering farm home in Holt 
County. (Bergman). This is a new county record. 
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ELM LEAF BEETLE (Galerucella xanthomelaena) - MARYLAND - Adults entered homes at 
2 localities in Baltimore County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


BOXELDER BUG (Leptocoris trivittatus) - NEBRASKA - Moderate populations causing 
annoyance to homeowners in North Platte, Lincoln County. (Pruess). UTAH - Continues 
troublesome by entering homes in Cache and Weber Counties. (Knowlton). 


LEAFHOPPERS - OKLAHOMA - Unspecified species continue to cause some annoyance in 
homes in Stillwater area, Payne County, north central area. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


GERMAN COCKROACH (Blattella germanica) - NORTH CAROLINA - Numerous in Wake County 
home and a large commercial cricket-rearing establishment in Bladen County. (Wray). 


AN EARWIG (Labidura riparia) - TEXAS - Although population generally declining, 
species still pestiferous in and around homes in Brazos County. (Newton). 


STORED-PRODUCT INSECTS 


SAW-TOOTHED GRAIN BEETLE (Oryzaephilus surinamensis) - OHIO - Moderate to heavy 
populations found in stored-wheat bins at elevator in Upper Sandusky, Wyandot 
County. (Lyon). 


FLAT GRAIN BEETLE (Cryptolestes pusillus) - OHIO - Light to moderate in stored 
wheat at elevator in Upper Sandusky, Wyandot County. (Lyon). 


CIGARETTE BEETLE (Lasioderma serricorne) - OHIO - Numerous adults feeding on 
dogfood at Wooster, Wayne County. (Neiswander, Lyon). 


INDIAN-MEAL MOTH (Plodia interpunctella) - NEW MEXICO - Heavy infestation found 
in stored, sacked grain in storage building in Quay County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 
OHIO —- Webbed wheat kernels observed at granary near Big Prairie, Holmes County. 
New corn, stored in adjacent bins, not infested. (Lyon). 


BENEFICIAL INSECTS 


CONVERGENT LADY BEETLE (Hippodamia convergens) - CALIFORNIA - Medium populations 
occurring in alfalfa plantings at Thousand Palms, Riverside County. (Cal. Coop. 
Rpt.) . 


DAMSEL BUGS (Nabis spp.) - ARKANSAS - Continue active; however, numbers decreasing 
slightly. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). 


HYMENOPTEROUS PARASITES - ARKANSAS = Continue very active where pea aphid 
(Macrosiphum pisi) is present. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). 


MISCELLANEOUS INSECTS 


BEET LEAFHOPPER (Circulifer tenellus) - CALIFORNIA - Fall treatment of Russian- 
thistle inaugurated October 9 and concluded October 27. Operation proceeded on 
schedule, with approximately 230,000 acres treated; included were 5,000 acres of 
perennial brush in foothill canyons of western Fresno County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


SALT-MARSH CATERPILLAR (Estigmene acrea) — ARIZONA - Continues to migrate from 
cotton into subdivision areas, as well as into grains, vegetables and fall 
plantings of alfalfa. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.).
